DANGER AHEAD. 

Ashland business men have organized to push the 
completion of the Mayo trail, up the Big Sandy, to the 
exclusion of other road projects. This will endanger the 
completion of the road from Paris to Paintsville through 
Morgan county. 

The Highway Commission is favorably disposed to 
the completion of the Paris-Paintsville highway, and only 
ihe gap between West Liberty and Salyersville, or rather 
the gap between West Liberty and the Magoffin county 
line, is unprovided for. 

With the present condition of business and the new 
methods of business, good roads are necessary, and it 
requires money to build them. We have arranged for 
the completion of the road from Index to the Menefee 
county line, but not for the gap between this place and 
the Magoffin county line. 

With the fight on for the withdrawal of the funds for 
this road it is necessary for the Highway Commission to 
complete the whole road. The Commission is asking 
Morgan county for $36,000.00 to enable it to complete the 
whole project between Paris and Paintsville, via Mt. Ster- 
ling, Frenchburg, West Liberty and Salyersville. We 
ought to do this. Even little Menefee voted $67,000.00 
for bonds and she has less wealth than either of our 
Magisterial districts.

There will be many who will argue that it will increase 
taxes when it will not, but fortunately for the prosperity 
of the State that class of citizens is growing smaller.
